The Quincy Homesead 
is a beautiful yellow Geor- 
gian mansion that tells the 
story of Edmund Quincy 
I, I, I and IV. The tales 
of these families and those 
who followed in their line, 
are worthy of your time to 
explore. 

In 1635, Edmund I was 
accorded a grant of several 
hundred acres on the suuth 
side of Furnace Brook and 
stretching through Mount 
Wollaston. The original 
house was taken down in 
1893 to make way for the 
construction of Central 
Middle School; however, 
the nearby 1686 Homestead, 
built by Edmund Quincy II, 
expanded in 1706 by Ed- 
mund Quincy III and later 
by Edmund Quincy IV, 
still graces its original site. 
Although there were many 
strong men and women who 
lived within these walls, it 
was Edmund Quincy IV’s 
daughter Dorothy, cousin of 
Abigail Adams, and later the 
wife of John Hancock, presi- 
dent of the First Continental 
Congress, and first governor 
of the Commonwealth, who 
stands as the Homestead’s 
icon. 

The Quincy Homestead 
was purchased in 1904 and 
historically restored by the

National Society of Colo- 
nial Dames in The Com- 
monwealth of Massachu- 


setts, which is celebrating. 


its 125th anniversary this 
year. It is currently owned 
and operated in public/pri- 
vate partnership with the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Conservation a Recre- 
ation. 

The Homestead is "To- 
cated at 34 Butler Rd. on the 
corer of Hancock Street — 
just south of Furnace. Brook 
Parkway and the Armory.

Impairment Measurement Marijuana And Driving Technology 


Dr. Denise A. Valenti, a 
Quincy resident and the.sci- 
entist behind the technology 
- IMMAD - presented the 
science and demonstration 
of efficacy of IMMAD at 
two separate major research 
conferences. 

The first was the Institute 
of Cannabis Research (ICR) 
conference 2018 which 
was held in Pueblo, Colo- 
rado.

Bake for 35 to 40 minutes or until lightly 
tan on top.. Frost with icing (recipe below) 
when they are cool.

Lyme disease is an in- 

fection spread by the bite 
of ticks that instigates more 
than 300,000 illnesses each 
year in the United States. It 
is the most commonly oc- 
curring vector-borne disease 
and. the sixth most common- 
ly reported. notifiable jae 
tious disease. 

» Lyme disease is caused 
by. the. bacterium Borrelia 
burgdorferi and is transmit- 
ted to humans, through the. 
bite of infected: blacklegged 
ticks, Ticks can attach to 
any part of the human body 
but. are. typically found in 
hard-to-see areas such as the 
groin, armpits, and scalp. 

In. most: cases, the tick 
must be attached for 36 to 
48 hours or more before the 
Lyme disease bacterium can 
be transmitted. Most  hu- 
mans are infected through 
the bites of immature ticks 
called nymphs. Nymphs are 
tiny, less than 2 mm,. and

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Josiah-Quincy House Open For Tours June 2 


Historic New Exyland’s 
Josiah Quincy House in 
Wollaston will open for the 
season with free tours on 
Saturday, June 2, from 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Built as a country estate 
in 1770, the Quincy House 
was surrounded by fields 
and pastures overlooking 
Quincy Bay. Its elegant ar- 
chitectural details befit the 
status of the man who built 
it, the Revolutionary War 
leader Colonel Josiah Quin- 


cy. 


Among the house’s un- 
usual features is its “moni- 
tor” roof. From this prospect 
Col. Quincy had a clear view 
of Boston Harbor, where he 
watched troop movements 
during the Revolution. In 
1775, he scratched “Gover- 
nor Gage sail’d for England 
with a fair wind” into one of 
the windows of the monitor 
roof. That pane of glass was 
carefully preserved by the 
family, and is on display in 
the house today. 

- For generations, — the 
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Quincys, like the Adamses, 
to whom they were related, 
played important roles in 
the social and political life 
of Massachusetts. The fam- 
ily produced three mayors 
of Boston and a president of 
Harvard. Much of the his- 
torical information pertain- 
ing to the house and family 
was documented in the early 
1880s by Eliza Susan Quin- 
cy. She kept journals, inven- 
toried the contents of the 
house, commissioned pho- 
tographs of the interior, and

persuaded relatives to return 


‘heirlooms so that the house 


could become a repository 
of Quincy family history. 

The Quincy House re- 
cently underwent a_ four- 
year focus that included the 
repainting of several rooms 
based on the scientific anal- 
ysis of the original paint 
color. In addition, curators 
reinstalled rooms based on 
Eliza Susan Quincy’s jour- 
nal and photographs taken 
in the 1880s. 

The Quincy House will 
be open from June to Oc- 
tober on the first and third 
Saturdays of the month. The 
house, located at 20 Muir- 
head St. in Wollaston, also 
offers school programs, and 
tours by appointment. For 
information call 617-994- 
5930 or visitwww.Historic- 
NewEngland.org.

Members, Families On Memorial Day

Brig. Gen. Francis 
McGinn on Monday told 
Quincy’s residents and vet- 
erans he was named after his 
grandfather, who was killed 
in action nearly 74 years ago 
during the Battle of Leyte in 
World War II. 

“He left his wife and six 
children in Dorchester, and 
of those boys all would go on 
to serve — two in the Army, 
one in the Marine Corps, 
and one in the Navy — dur- 
ing the Korean and Vietnam.

streets of Quincy Center for 
the annual Memorial Day 
parade, which made its way 
from Quincy Credit Union 
to Mount Wollaston Cem- 
etery before the 45-minute 
ceremony. The parade fea- 
tured local veterans, Quin- 
cy’s first responders, boy 
scouts and girl scouts, and 
marching bands. 

During his remarks, 
McGinn noted more than 
37,000 American flags were 
planted on Boston Com- 
mon leading up to Memorial 
Day. One flag was placed 
for each Massachusetts resi- 
dent killed in service from 
the Revolutionary War to 
the present. 

McGinn said those flags 
also represent the families of 
the fallen service members, 
adding that the true meaning 
of Memorial Day should not 
be forgotten. 

“Each one of those 37,000 
flags that were placed last 
week represented not only 
a service member, but a 
family. A family whose life 
changed on a particular day 
in a particular country so 
that we can continue to live 
in freedom,” McGinn said. 

“During the month of 
May, our nation has the op- 
portunity to commemorate 
and celebrate the American 
spirit and those men and 
women in uniform past and 
present who served and in 
some cases died for our 
country during Armed Forc- 
es Day and Memorial Day.

degree requirements dur- - 
ing the spring 2018 semes- 
ter will still be able to take 
the national licensure exam. 
Students in the practical 
nursing program who com- 
plete their degree require- 
ments prior to Aug. 1 will 
likewise be eligible to take 
the national licensure test.

The 
greatest price we pay for car 
crashes is in the loss of hu- 
man lives; however, society 
also bears the burden of the 
multitude of costs associ- 
ated with motor vehicle ac- 
cidents. 

~’ According to thé Nation- 
al Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, U.S. motor 
vehicle crashes in 2010 cost 
almost $1 trillion in loss of 
productivity and loss of life.

¢In 2015, more than 6,800 
older adults were killed and 
more than 260,000 were 
treated in emergency de- 
partments for motor vehicle 
crash injuries. 

e According to the Na- 


tional Highway Traffic Safe- 
ty Administration (NHTSA) 


in 2016, 10,111 lives were 


lost due to speed-related ac- 
cidents, up 4.0 percent from 
9,723 in 2015. NHTSA says 


that speed-related crashes 


cost Americans $40.4 bil- 


lion each year. 


e Every day, 29 people 
in the United States die in 
motor vehicle crashes that 
involve an alcohol-impaired 
driver. This is one death ev- 
ery 50 minutes. 

¢ Each day in the United 
States, approximately 9 peo- 
ple are killed and more than 
1,000 injured in crashes that 
are reported to involve a 
distracted driver. Distracted 


‘driving is driving while do- 


ing another activity that 
takes your attention away 
from driving. Sending a text 
message, talking on a cell 
phone, using a navigation 
system, and eating while 
driving are a few examples 
of distracted driving. 


¢ Texting while driving is _ 


especially dangerous. Send- 
ing or reading a text mes- 


sage takes your eyes off the 
road for about 5 seconds, 
long enough to cover a foot- 
ball field while driving at 55 
mph . 
Wearing a seat belt is the 
most effective way to pre- 
vent death and serious injury 
in a crash. In Massachusetts, 
seat belt laws are secondary. 
Secondary enforcement laws 


only allow police officers to 


issue tickets for seat belt vi- 
olations if drivers have been 
pulled over for some other 
offense. They cover drivers, 
as well as passengers age 13 
and older in all seats. Child 
restraint laws vary by state. 

¢ Most drivers and pas- 
sengers killed in crashes 
are unrestrained. 53 percent 
of drivers and passengers 
killed in car crashes in 2009 
were not wearing restraints. 

* Seat belts dramatically 
reduce risk of death and se- 
rious injury. Among drivers 
and. front-seat, passengers, 
seat belts reduce the risk of 
death by 45 percent, and cut 
the risk of serious injury by 
50 percent.

_ Ask Rusty — Spousal 
And Survivor Benefits

Dear Rusty: I worked in my career, but I now get Social - 
Security disability: My husband retired in 2015 at age 66 
and took his Social Security at that time. When he is 70 can 
I get spousal benefits from his Social Security or is that not 
allowed? And if I can’t get them when he turns 70, can I get 
them if he dies before me? I am 5 years younger than my 
husband, but my health is up and down, so if I die before 
him can he get spousal benefits from my Social Security? 
Signed: Kentucky Woman 

Dear Kentucky Woman: Since your husband is already 
receiving his Social Security retirement benefits, you are el- 
igible to collect spousal benefits at any time after you reach 
age 62, even though you are collecting Social Security Dis- 
ability benefits (you don’t have to wait until he’s 70); how- 
ever, if you start those spousal benefits before you reach 
your full retirement age (FRA) they will be reduced. How 
much of a reduction depends upon how soon before your 
full retirement age'that you claim your spousal benefit. If 
you claim at or after your full retirement age (66+2 months) 
your spousal benefit would be 50% of your husband’s full 
retirement age benefit; but if you start earlier than your FRA 
it would be less. If you file for spousal benefits at age 63, 
you would get 37.5% of your husband’s FRA benefit; in- 
stead of 50%. 

Please note too that your Social Security Disability In- 
surance benefits will automatically convert to regular Social 
Security benefits when you reach your full retirement age 
but will continue at the same amount you were receiving 
on disability (including the spousal portion). If your hus- 
band predeceases you, and you have already reached your | 
full retirement age, you will get 100% of whatever Social 
Security benefit he was receiving, instead of any disability 
benefit or spousal benefit you may be receiving. If he passes 
and you claim survivor’s benefits before you reach your full 


less than 100% of the benefit he was receiving. How much 
of a reduction depends upon how many months before your 
FRA that you start the survivor’s benefit. If yoy were to 
predecease your husband, he would get survivor’s benefits 
from you only if that benefit is higher than the amount he is 
already receiving from his own work record.

ed to stay on until this July 
because of positive things 
going on in the department, 
including a class of 26 new 
firefighters, Rescue 1 being 
in service full-time, and the 
return of incident command 
technicians, senior firefight- 
ers who can assist deputy 
chiefs at the scene of a fire. 

“There are so many: good 
things going on with the 
department: Rescue 1 in 
service, we trained 26 fire- 
fighters, put a drill school 
together, and I just wanted 
to see that through. There 
were sO many positive 
things coming up in a year,” 
Barron replied when asked 
why decided wait to retire 
until July. 

“We were able to get what 
we call incident command 
technicians with the deputy 
chiefs, which are vital when 
you pull up to a large inci- 
dent. First-alarm  assign- 
ment, we put 20 people to 
work. If that deputy chief 
strikes a second alarm, he’s 
going to get another nine. 
So he’s putting roughly 30 
people to work and he’s su- 
pervising them all himself 
with perhaps victims and 
excited residents in one ear. 
We have EMS responding 


and police responding and 
they’re looking for direc- 
tion. So that deputy chief is 
supervising upwards of 50 
people by himself. It’s very 
important to get that inci- 
dent command technician 
riding with the deputy chief 
to allow him to more effec- 
tively get his arms around 
the incident. 

“We haven’t had that po- 
sition full time in 15 years 
at least — probably longer — 
budget cuts had taken them 
away. We got a grant to put 
those positions back in for 
two years. The benefit to 
safety and performance at 
incidents has been -recog- 
nized throughout the de- 
partment and I hope in the 
future that position is kept 
in place.” 

Barron thanked his fel- 
low firefighters and officers 
in the department. He said 
he is grateful for the support 
the department has received 
from Mayor Thomas Koch 
and other city officials, 
Quincy’s business commu- 
nity and residents.

Josiah Quincy House Open Saturday 


.. Historic New England’s 
Josiah Quincy House ‘in 
Wollaston will open for the 
season with free tours on 
Saturday, June.2, from. 11 
a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Built as a country estate 
in 1770, the Quincy House 
was surrounded by fields 
and pastures overlooking 
Quincy Bay. Its elegant ar- 
chitectural: details befit the 
status of the man who built 
it, the Revolutionary War 
leader Colonel Josiah Quin- 
cy. 

Among the. house’s un- 
usual features is its “moni- 
tor” roof. From this prospect 
Col. Quincy had a clear view 
of Boston Harbor, where he 
watched troop movements 
during the Revolution. In 
1775, he scratched “Gover-

nor Gage sail’d for England 
with a fair wind” into one of 
the windows of the monitor 
roof. That pane of glass was 


carefully preserved by the 


family, and is on display in 
the house today. 

For generations, the 
Quincys, like the Adamses, 
to whom they were related, 
played important roles in 
the social and political life 
of Massachusetts. The fam- 
ily produced three mayors 
of Boston and a president of 
Harvard. Much. of the his- 
torical information pertain- 
ing to the house and family 
was documented in the early 
1880s by Eliza Susan Quin- 
cy. She kept journals, inven- 
toried. the contents of .the 


tographs of the interior, and 
persuaded relatives to return 


ee pp art — 
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heirlooms so that the house 
could become a repository 
of Quincy family history. 

The Quincy House re- 
cently underwent a four- 
year focus that included the 
repainting of several rooms 
based on the scientific anal- 
ysis of the original paint 
color. In addition, curators 
reinstalled rooms based on 
Eliza Susan Quincy’s jour- 
nal and photographs taken 
in the 1880s. 

The Quincy House will 
be open from June to Oc- 
tober on the first and third 
Saturdays of the month. The 
house, located at 20, Muir- 
head St. in Wollaston, also 
offers school programs, and 
tours by appointment.

Non-Quincy __ residents 
will no longer be allowed 
to address the school com- 
mittee during its open forum 
session, where parents and 
citizens can personally raise 
issues or ask questions about 
the Quincy public system. 

The committee recently 
voted 4 to 2 to amend the 
open forum policy that now 
calls for non-residents to 
submit a written statement to 


the committee. Vice Chair- 
woman Emily Lebo and col- 
league James DeAmicis cast 
dissenting votes. Member 
Douglas Gutro was absent. 
The open forum session 
is held at the beginning of 
school committee meetings 
where the community can 
have input on school mat- 
ters. Those addressing the 
committee are allowed a 
maximum of four minutes 
and cannot exchange their 


time or yield to another 
speaker. 

Some committee mem- 
bers opined that the public 
forum should be limited to 
Quincy residents.

Money OK’d For Rat Control 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The Health Department’s 
budget for the new fiscal 
year includes additional 
funds to fight Quincy’s rat 
problem. 

Mayor Thomas Koch’s 
spending plan for fiscal 
year 2019, which starts 
July 1, boosts the Health 
Department’s budget from 
$836,000 to $1.27 million — 
an increase of $292,000. In- 
cluded in the increase is an 


additional $200,000 for pest 
control, bringing that line 
item up to $280,000 total, 
and funding for a new food 
inspector who will be as- 
signed to rat-control efforts. 
The City Council’s  fi- 
nance committee approved 
the department’s budget by 
voice vote on May 30. 
Health Commissioner 
Drew Scheele said his de- 
partment has received about 
1,000 rat-related calls from 


residents so far this fiscal 
year, roughly the same as in 
fiscal year 2017. About 500 
homes have been baited so 
far this year. 

The city currently uses 
poison to bait rat traps, 
Scheele said. The addition- 
al money in the new fiscal 
year’s budget will allow for 
the use of a new product, 
ContraPest, which doesn’t 
kill the rats but stops them 
from reproducing.

Senate Passes 
FY‘19 Budget, 
Keenan Highlights 
Local Impact 


The State Senate last 
week voted unanimously to 
pass a $41.49 billion bud- 
get for Fiscal Year 2019, 
a budget that proponents 
say invests in key areas re- 
lated to education, local 
aid, health and human ser- 
vices, housing and tools for 
low income families, while 
limiting the use of one-time 
revenue sources and direct- 
ing $88.5M to the state’s 
Stabilization Fund. 

State Sen. John Keenan 
(D — Quincy) said the bud- 
get included targeted invest- 
ments to create opportuni- 
ties and ensure access to the 
tools that individuals, chil- 
dren and families need to 
succeed in the economy and 
in their communities. 

“By focusing on local 
aid increases, investments 
in public education, family 
services and health care, the 
budget passed by the Senate 
reflects its commitment both 
to both local municipalities 
and to all the citizens of 
the Commonwealth,” said 
Keenan. 

Overall, the budget in- 
cludes a 3.9 percent increase 
in local aid, moving the City 
of Quincy up to a total of 
$19,743,316 for fiscal year 
2019 to help fund schools, 
public safety, and other es- 
sential local services. The 
Thomas Crane Library and 
the Council on Aging will 
also see funding increases. 

The budget invests sig- 
nificantly in education 


for people of all ages and 
backgrounds and _ focuses 
in particular on elemen- 
tary and secondary educa- 
tion, including $4.91B for 
the Chapter 70 education 
formula, its highest level 
ever. This funding allows 
for a minimum aid increase 
of $30 per pupil for every 
school district across the 
state and 100 percent effort 
reduction to bring all school 
districts to their target local 
contribution. The budget 
also continues to phase in 
the Foundation Budget Re- 
view Commission (FBRC) 
recommendations to more 
adequately fund school dis- 
tricts and ensure high quality 
education for all students. 

Locally, Quincy will re- 
ceive an increase in Chapter 
70 education funding, reach- 
ing a total of $27,395,085 for 
fiscal year 2019, as well as 
additional funding for Spe- 
cial Education programs. 

The Senate budget also 
increases funds available to 
cities and towns from the 
Community Preservation 
Trust, which provides par- 
tial-match grants to munici- 
palities for certain conserva- 
tion, recreation, or housing 
focused projects. The ad- 
ditional funding will come 
from increased recording 
fees at Registry of Deeds 
across the Commonwealth.

Actinic Keratosis - Si 
A Message F rom Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing

Actinic keratosis (AK) is 

a small, rough spot occur- 
ring on skin that develops 
because of chronic sun -ex- 
posure. 

Actinic keratoses typi 
cally appear on sun-dam- 
aged skin. It is also referred 
to as a solar keratosis or sun 
cancer. The lesions of actin- 
ic keratosis generally range 
in size between 2-6 mm in 
diameter (between the size 
of a pencil point and that of 
an eraser). They are charac- 
teristically reddish in color, 
with a rough texture and 
often have a white or yel- 
lowish scale on top. There is 
often a prickling pain sensed 
when itistouched. 

‘Those’ who acquire ac- 
tinic keratosés ‘tend “to “be 


fair-skinned people who 


have spent ‘years’ ‘outdoors 
at work or at play or who 


have exposed their skin to” 
indoor tanning. ‘Their skin 


§ ‘include those who 


have ‘their i immune systems 


suppressed, such as organ- 
transplant patients, as well 
as patients with psoriasis 
treated with PUVA therapy 
(long-wave ultraviolet light 
plus an oral drug called Pso- 
ralen). Customary locations 


for actinic keratoses are the | 


cheeks, bridge of the nose, 
rim of the ears, scalp, back 
of the neck, upper chest, 
and the tops of the hands 


. and forearms. Men are more 


likely to develop the lesions 
on top of the ears, whereas 
women’s hairstyles often 
protect this area. 

Actinic keratoses. are 
considered to be a precan- 
cerous or premalignant le- 
sion, which means they may 
progress into an’ invasive 


“skin cancer. Although the 
-:¢hance of an individual ac- 


tinic «keratosis developing 
into an invasive squamous 
cell carcinoma is: less than 
1%, it is common for pa- 
tients with many of these le- 
sions to continue to: expose 


. their skin to carcinogenic 
‘ ultraviolet sunlight causing 
- them to be more likely to de- 
at risk for "develseing actinic i 


“velop invasive skin cancers. 
Squamous cell skin cancers 
are — Sortractive: and 


have a small but real poten- 
tial for metastasis or spread- 
ing to other areas. 

Treating actinic keratoses 
at an initial stage will help 
prevent invasive, skin cancer. 
When patients are diagnosed : 
with this condition, they are 


often surprised, saying that - 


they never go out in the sun. 
The justification for this is 
that there can be a long de- 
lay, even decades, for these 
keratoses to develop. Short 
‘periods of sun exposure do 
not generally either produce 
actinic keratoses. or trans-~ 


form them into. skin cancers; 


they are usually the result of 
years of exposure. 

The’ most — successful 
treatment for an actinic 
keratosis is prevention. For 
light-skinned . individuals, 
this necessitates minimizing 
their exposure to the sun. By 
the; time actinic keratoses 
develop, however, the perti- 
nent ultraviolet radiation ex- 
posure. is often so far in the 
past that present preventive 
measures play a relatively 

small role. .. Fortunately, 
treatment methods are usu- 


ally simple and straightfor-

¢ Other forms of. sur- 
gery: Doctors sometimes 
scrape away or burn off ac- 
tinic keratoses. 

e 5-fluorouracil (5-FU): . 
Creams containing this 
medication cause actinic 
keratoses to become red and 
inflamed before they fall off. 
Even though effective, this 
method often creates un- 
sightly and uncomfortable 
skin for a period of weeks, 
thus making it impracti- 
cal for many patients. This 
method is best for patients 


-who have a great deal of sun 


damage and many lesions. 
Once the skin: heals, it fre- 
quently looks much smooth- 
er and:even-toned. 
¢ Imiquimod (Aldara): 
This immune stimulator is 
similar in its indications and 
effects to 5-FU. 
¢ Ingenol mebutate 
(Picato): Is derived from the 
sap of a plant of the genus 
Euphorbia, which is related 
to the poinsettia plants that 
are popular at Christmas 
time. It is advantageous in 
the treatment of small areas, 
but causes significant irrita- 
tion. : 
* Photodynamic ther- 


“apy (PDT); This therapy 


involves applying an agent 
(aminolevulinic acid [Levu- 
lan] or ALA) that sensitizes 
the skin to light, leaving it on 
for about one hour, and then 
exposing the skin to light 
that activates the chemical. 
This blue light is ab- 
sorbed by the compound, 
releasing the energy as heat 
which is believed to destroy 
the actinic keratoses. Like 
5-FU and Imiquimod, pho- 
todynamic therapy works 
best for patients with many 
lesions. Patients need to 
avoid exposure to sun or 
intense fluorescent light for 
two days after treatment to 
prevent ongoing peeling. 
© Diclofenac (Solaraze): 
This cream is a nonsteroi- 
dal anti-inflammatory drug 
(NSAID), an agent related to 
ibuprofen. (Advil, Motrin). 
Diclofenac is gentler than 
5-FU or Imiquimod, caus- 
ing less inflammation, but 
must be applied for a longer 
period of about two months 
to achieve only modest im- 
provement. 
¢ Superficial chemical 
peels using trichloracetic 
acid (TCA) can also be ef- 
fective. This procedure is 


performed in the doctor’s

office. 

Sun avoidance is_ the 
easiest way to avoid actinic 
keratoses. This would in- 
clude applications of SPF 
50 sunscreens to exposed 
skin, wearing sun-protective 
clothing, shade-seeking 
when outdoors, and avoid- 
ing tanning. Concerns about 
vitamin D deficiency can be 
avoided by taking multivita- 
min supplements. 

For patients who develop 
actinic keratoses it is usually 
recommended to have a doc- - 
tor examine them at least an- 
nually. The rationale behind 
these regular checks is to 
be certain that new lesions 
have not developed and that 

old ones are not becoming 
thicker and more suspicious 
looking for cancer. »

Dear Rusty: I started drawing Social Security at age 62. 
At that time I checked what half of my ex-husband’s Sociaf' 
Security amount is and it was not much different than what’ 
I am getting so I decided to just draw off of mine. We were 
married 15 years. Since then my cousin mentioned I might’ 
be eligible for more money from my Social Security at agé- 


65; is there any truth to that? Signed: Turning 65 soon. 


Dear Turning: Well, since you’re already collecting 
your Social Security retirement benefit, there’s nothing es® 
pecially significant about age 65 that will change your retire+ 
ment benefit amount; but there will be a reduction in the net 
amount you receive because your Medicare premium will 
be deducted from your Social Security payment (unless you 
make other arrangements, in which case you'll need to pay 


the Medicare premium separately). Age 65-was once.the ; 


Social Security full retirement age but today it is between 66- 
and 67 depending upon the year you were bom. In any case} 
since you’re already collecting Social Security, there will be’ 
no change to your benefit just because you turn 65. 

Generally, once you claim your Social Security retire- 
ment benefit, it doesn’t change except for cost of living ad- 
justments or an increase due to current high earnings replac-' 
ing any past year’s earnings used to compute your original 
benefit amount. There is, however, another way your ben-! 
efit could change — you mighs Boyan eotiion 8 ane 
spousal benefit or a survivor’s benefit.

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Quincy Center MBTA Garage Demo Underway 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The ongoing demolition 
of the Quincy Center MBTA 
station’s garage will be 
completed in about a year, a 

spokeswoman for the transit 
agency said recently. 

The T is in the midst of 
demolishing the top three 
floors of the parking struc- 
ture; the bottom two levels 
of the garage will remain 
intact. The demolition work 
began in March. 

- Lisa Battiston, a spokes- 
woman for the MBTA, said 
completion of the demoli- 
tion remains about a year 
way. 

“Demolition work at 
Quincy Center is anticipated 
to be complete in about one 
year,” she said in an email. 

The Quincy Center sta- 


_ tion was closed the weekend 


of May 19 and 20 with work 
underway to remove the he- 
lix ramp at the north end of 
the station, directly above 
the tracks. The station was 
closed during that work be- 
cause it took place directly 
over the railroad tracks be- 
low. 

Additional weekend clo- 
sures are anticipated in the 
fall as work takes place di- 
rectly over the tracks on the 
south end of the facility. 

“The remaining por- 
tions of the garage that are 
not directly over the track 
area, starting from the north 
(away from the tracks) to the 
south, will be taken down 
during daytime hours,” Bat- 
tiston said. 

“In the fall, it is antici- 
pated that the south-side 
portion of the garage that is 


over the track area will be 
demolished during weekend 
shuttle bus diversions that 
will be scheduled.” 

The garage, which has 
room for 870 vehicles, first 
opened in 1971. State of- 
ficials closed it suddenly in 
July 2012 because of struc- 
tural concerns. 

The MBTA has awarded 
development rights at the 
6.3-acre station site to two 
firms, Atlantic Development 
of Hingham and Maryland- 
based Bozzuto Develop- 
ment. Mayor Thomas Koch 
and the City Council have 
both approved the project as 
required under special leg- 
islation passed in 1967; the 


project still requires approv-— 


al from the Quincy Planning 
Board. 

The developers and 
MBTA began a six-month 
due-diligence period to de- 
termine if the project is fea- 


‘sible earliér this year. Bat- 


tiston said two sides remain 
in talks. 

“Discussions are ongo- 
ing and there are currently 
no new updates,” she said. 

The firms’ proposal 
submitted to the MBTA 
featured 600 apartments, 
225,000 square feet of office 
space, and at least 600 park- 
ing spaces. The developers 
planned to construct the 
project in three phases, with 
300 apartments in each of 
the first two phases followed 
by the new office building in 
the final phase. The whole 
project would be completed 
by early 2031. 

The first phase would be 
built in front of the Hancock

A rat in the wild can re- 


produce four to six times 


_ during its lifespan, Scheele 


said, and produce 36 to, 60 


offspring. 
“If we can eliminate 36 


to 60 offspring from a rat in 
its lifetime, I-think we’ll do 
a real service to the citizens 
of Quincy to try to control 
this,” he said. 

Poison to kill the rats will 
still be. used alongside Con- 
traPest. 

“T really think you need 
a two-pronged approach to 
this,” Scheele said. “We have 
to do both of those at the ex- 
act same time. That way if 
anybody does eat it and gets 
away they’re not going to be 
able to reproduce, but if they 
do eat the poison they’re go- 


ly pe 
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ing to die.” 
In addition to assisting 


with the deployment of Con- 
traPest, Scheele said hiring 
a, new inspector would al- 


low the department to do 
more outreach to the com- 
munity to inform residents 
why there is a rat problem 
in a particular neighborhood 
and steps they can take to 
keep rats away.

Koch unveiled _ his 
$310.81 million proposed 
budget for fiscal year 2019 
on May 7. The finance com- 
mittee, which can take mon- 
ey away from the budget but 
not add to it, cut $107,924 
from the budget over the 
course of four hearings to 
review the spending plan. 

The fiscal year 2019 bud- 

get is an increase of $11.29 
million over the $299.42 
million budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

The committee made two 
cuts Monday night to the 
budget for the Traffic, Park- 
ing, Alarm and Lighting De- 
partment at the request of 
Chris Cassani, the director 
of the department. Cassani 
asked councillors to elimi- 
nate entirely the $51,503 
included in the budget for 
a painter’s position, which 
he said would not be filled 
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going forward, and to cut 
$13,421 from an enhanced 
longevity line item. 
Councillors had made 
one other cut to the TPAL 
budget on May 30. At that 
meeting, Councillor Nina 


Liang proposed eliminat- 
ing a $24,000 line item for 
office space rental because 
money in that line item had 
not been used for office rent- 


als during the past two fiscal 
years. 

The finance committee 
approved the TPAL budget 
unanimously Monday. The 
department’s $2.95 million 
budget — up about $140,000 
over the current fiscal year — 
includes funding to hire two 
new parking control officers 
and $50,000 for bike lanes. 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
said residents are eager to 
see improvements to traffic 
and parking in the city, and 
said. he has faith Cassani 
can help address those con- 
cems. 

“T have really good faith 
in you. I am very optimistic 
this. is going to work 

ut,” DiBona said. .“Just re- 


| atetee Mr. Cassani, we’ ve 


| on peoples’ doors, and the 
} residents of the city want 


to see progress in the traffic 
department.” 

Also approved Monday 
were five items in the budget 
falling under the purview of 
Public Works Commission- 
er Al Grazioso — the Engi- 
neering, Public Works. and 
Drain Departments, and the 
budgets for snow and ice re- 
moval and trash collection. 
Those budgets include fund- 
ing for a GIS administrator 
and entry-level engineer. 

The finance committee 
on Monday also approved 
the sewer and water enter- 
prise fund budgets, which 
are funded by sewer and 
water bills and not the city’s 
general fund. 

Spending in the sewer 
enterprise fund will increase 
from $25.6 to $25.84 mil- 
lion in the new fiscal year. 
Spending in the water enter- 
prise fund is set to decrease 
from $19.33 million to 
$19.21 million, after coun- 
cillors cut $162,358 from 
the budget on Grazioso’s 
recommendation. The mon- 
ey cut is from the line item 
for other assessments, which 
goes toward the MWRA. 

The finance committee 
cut an additional $19,000 
from the general fund bud- 
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get during two prior meet- 
ings. 

Councillors on May 21 
approved cutting $15,000 
from their own departmental 
budget.

City councillors pressed 
for answers to Quincy’: s 
traffic and parking woes, 
cautioning that cuts to the 
department overseeing those 
areas could be coming in the 


future if eee are 


not made. 

The council’s finance 
ccmmittee on May 30 met to 
review several departmental 
budgets as it continued its 
review of Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s proposed spending 
plan for fiscal year 2019, 
which starts July 1. 

Koch’s proposed budget 
included $3.03 million for 
the Traffic, Parking, Alarm 
and Lighting Department, 
up from $2.81 million in the 
current fiscal year. 

The mayor’s budget in- 

_ cludes money to hire two 
new parking control officers 
at salaries of approximately 
$42,000 — bringing the total 
number of traffic control of- 
ficers to four — and $50,000 
for new bike lanes. It also 
shifts $200,000 from the line 
item for street lighting to a 
contractual line item, which 


department head Chris Cas- 


sani said would be used for 


‘a pedestrian traffic signal at 


the intersection of Liane, aoa 


dence Avenue and Verchild 
Street as part of the city’s 
plan to open a pedestrian 
gate to the Quincy Adams 
MBTA station this fall. 
Councillors discussed the 
TPAL budget for more than 
an hour and a half on May 
30 but did not vote on it. 
The meeting ended abruptly 
at 11 p.m., when councillors 
voted against waiving a rule 
requiring all meetings to 
end at that time. The finance 
committee resumed delib- 
erations on the department’ s 
budget Monday, approving 
it in about five minutes. 
During those two meet- 
ings, councillors cut a total 
of $88,924 from the TPAL 
budget, reducing the de- 
partment’s overall budget 


‘to $2.95 million in the new 


fiscal year. 


Cassani asked council- 


lors to eliminate entirely 
the $51,503 included in the 


budget for a painter’s posi-- 
_ tion, which he said would 


not be filled going forward, 
and to cut $13,421 from an 
enhanced longevity line 
item. Councillor Nina Liang 
had proposed eliminating a 
$24,000 line item for office 
space rental because money 
in that line item had not been 


used for office rentals during 


the past two fiscal years. 


During the May 30 
meeting, councillors raised 
concerns about traffic and 
parking with Cassani, who 
was appointed earlier this 
year to lead the department, 
which was established in 


_ July 2016. 


Councillor Noel DiBona 
said that if the budget in- 
crease were to be approved 
by the council this year, he 
expects to see improve- 
ments. If not, he said cuts 
could be coming this time 
next year. 

“I want to see results,” 
DiBona said. “This is a 
department that I get con- 
tinuously, continuously con- 
cerns throughout the city. No 
matter what part of the city, 
traffic comes up number 
one. I know this is in other 
municipalities, but we have 
a duty and an obligation to 
the citizens of our city.” 

Liang said no improve- 
ments have been made since 
the department was formed 
two years ago. 

“We’ve been given a lot 
of lip service the last couple 
years,” she said. “We’ve 
seen, from my _perspec- 
tive anyway, no significant 


changes as a result of this 
department existing.” 

Cassani said he under- 
stood the task he was tak- 
ing on when he accepted 
his new job as the leader of 
the department. The depart- 
ment, he said, is finalizing a 
plan to make improvements 
to traffic and parking issues 
in the city. 

“T live here just the same 
as you do and this is my job 
— this is what I was hired to- 
do, come in here...and actu- 
ally make improvements on 
this stuff,” Cassani said. 

“I am telling you that we 
have a plan in place right 
now that I have full con- 
fidence in will give us the 
ability to say we are mov- 
ing cars throughout the city 
as efficiently as we possibly 
can.”

determined the male was actually trying to break up a phys- 
ical conflict between two women who were fighting over 
him. One was the male’s current girlfriend and the other was 
a past girlfriend. While waiting with the male, who was co- 
operative, two other male patrons who had no connection to 
the incident started antagonizing him. 

Officer Parisi observed on several instances the two male 
(suspects) smiling, leering and staring at the male. The two 
suspects were highly intoxicated and it appeared that sus- 
pect 1 was holding up suspect 2. Although the boardwalk 
was congested but people were leaving, the two suspects 
had stopped in the center of the boardwalk for no apparent 
reason and blatantly stared at the handcuffed male, which in 
turn began to cause stress to him. 

Officer Parisi instructed the two suspects to keep walk- 
ing because now other patrons couldn’t leave and they 
were focusing unneeded attention on the handcuffed male. 
Although a simple request, suspect | responded angrily by _ 
saying, F@#$ you. We aren’t going anywhere.” When asked 
again, the second suspect said, “I’m a court officer — we are 
not moving.” The officer explained to the drunken suspects 
that they were interfering with an ongoing investigation and 
if they didn’t move on they could be placed under arrest for 
intimidating/harassing a witness and disorderly conduct. - 

The suspects refused this third command so the officer 
attempted to guide both of them from the area. Suspect | 
reacted to the request by pushing the officer in the chest area 
while yelling, “F@#$ you - we aren’t leaving.”

“You can’t arrest me. I’m a court officer.” During the alter- 
cation, suspect | sustained a head laceration and was subse- 
quently evaluated by the EMTS. He was extremely hostile

“Each and every day, we 
see scientists, literary hope- 
fuls, athletes and artists in 
meaningful learning,” she 
said. “Although the faces 
have changed, the spirit and 
enthusiasm surrounding 
Parker has not.” 

MacNeil noted that she 


was a Parker School student 
and “is proud to be back as 
principal.” 

Mayor Thomas Koch, 
also a Parker School student,

“This building has been 
the four walls where incred- 
ible teachers with amazing 
legacies have taught in this 
building,” he said. “It’s not 


about the building, it’s about 
what happens in the class- 
room.

Not only was the centen- 
nial of the school celebrated, 
but also, its namesake, Col. 
Francis W. Parker, Quincy’s 
first school superintendent 
and a Civil War colonel.

(f} . Operator. The proprietor of any dwelling, lodging, or sleeping accommodations of-

(g) Short-term Residential Rental. The provision of a room or space that is suitable or - 


intended for occupancy for dwelling, sleeping, or lodging purposes, for a period of fewer than 
30 consecutive days, in exchange for a charge for the occupancy. . 
Section 5.39.020 Section 1 Short-Term Residential Rental Registry 

(a) There is hereby established a short-term residential rentai registry. Upon offering 
any short-term residential rentals, all operators shall register with the Inspectional Services 
Department. This shall be an annual registration for each property offered for short-term 
residential rental and shall require the operator to provide the complete name of the operator 
and the address of each property in the city offered for short-term residential rental by the 
operator. 

(b) Penalties. Failure to register a property within 30 days of being offered for short- 
term residential rental shall result in a penalty to be paid by the operator in the amount of 
five hundred dollars ($500). The director may waive such penalty if the failure to register was 
due to no fault of the operator. Until such time as the operator pays the penalty and registers 
such property, the operator may not continue to offer such property for short-term residential 
rental. Each rental occurring while the property is not registered shall be cause for separate 
$500 fines. Upon repeated violation of the registration requirement as it relates to a specific 
property, and upon notice, the operator shall be prohibited from registering said property and 
from offering that property for short-term residential rental. Such prohibition may, for good 
cause, be appealed to the director. 


(c) Multiple violations of other laws. An operator required to register a property may be | 


prohibited by the city from offering a specific property for short-term residential rental within 
the city, upon multiple violations on more than three occasions of siaeneinten state and local 
laws, ordinances, and regulations. 

(d) Non-contravention. Except as provided in rene nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to prohibit, limit, or otherwise supersede existing local authority to regulate the short- 
term residential rental of property through general land use and zoning authority. Nothing 
in this section shall be construed to supersede or limit contracts or agreements between or 
among individuals or private entities related to the use of real property, including recorded 
declarations and covenants; the provisions of condominium instruments of a condominium 
created pursuant to the Massachusetts Condominium Act. 

(e) Administration. Notwithstanding any other provision of this code, the Mayor may 
enter into agreements, subject to local law, with computer platform hosts of short-term resi- 
dential rentals, and with data-analytic vendors for short-term residential rentals, to facilitate 
the efficient collection of any applicable taxes, including but not limited to the Quincy Hotel/ 
Motel Tax. i 

(f) | Hotel/Motel Tax. Operators of short-term residential rentals shall collect from tran- 
sients the appropriate local option tax and cause to be transmitted the same to the City of 
Quincy on a quarterly basis.

McCarthy were opposed. 
Ian Cain was not present for 
the vote. 

DiBona had asked Ste- 


phen Durkin, the assistant 


city solicitor who drafted 
the ordinance, if the city 
could expand the buffer 
zone around school and 
parks past 500 feet. 

Durkin said that buffer 
zone cannot be reduced. 
The state Cannabis Control 
Commission, he said, has 
issued an advisory saying 
communities can establish 
buffer zones of 500 feet or 
less around schools. 

“Tt was pretty specific,” 
Durkin said. “My opinion is 
we can’t expand it beyond 
500 feet.” 

Some other communities 
have contemplated reducing 
the buffer zone, he added. 

Massachusetts voters ap- 
proved the legalization of 
recreational marijuana in 
a November 2016 referen- 
dum. Statewide, 53.6 per- 
cent of voters backed the 
measure, and 51 percent of 
voters in Quincy did so as 
well.

Quiney voters approved the 
2016 referendum, the mayor 
and.City Council cannot ban 
marijuana 
outright.

United States,’ said Mac- 
Neil. “He believed that edu- 
cation should be centered 
on the whole child. He was 
against standardization, iso- 
lated drills and rote learning. 
He helped to show that edu- 
cation is was not just about 
cramming information into 
students’ minds, but about 
teaching students to think 
for theraselves and become 
independent people. One 
hundred years later, we are 
still following these prin- 
ciples.” 

Quincy School Supt. Dr. 
Richard DeCristofaro said 
that for the past century, 
the school is “an incredible 
neighborhood school that 
continues to offer so much 
opportunity to learn as well 
as laugh.” 

“The. Parker School, 
within its walls of brick 
and mortar, for 100 years, 
has embraced the hopes and 
certainly the dreams of so 
many students and so many 
families while ensuring the 
dedication, the excellence 
in education, excellence in 
teaching, the nurturing and 
the happiness of so many of 
its students and families,” 
he said. “It dose certainly, 
since 1917, reflect the ideals 
of Superintendent Francis 
W. Parker.” 

The  district’s__direc- 
tor of special education 
and elementary programs, 
Erin Perkins, talked about 
her father, the late Eugene 
Creedon, who served as 
Parker School’s principai 
from 1971 to 1982 before 
being appointed  superin- 
tendent.

If you 
live in a disaster-prone area, 
it’s a good idea to keep your 
emergency items in a few 
easy-to-carry plastic tubs or 
duffel bags. These should be 
kept in a place where you 


three days’ worth of water. 


can access them quickly. 

Hurricanes can be ter- 
rifying, deadly, and cata- 
strophically destructive. But 
in comparison with other 
natural disasters, they are 

probably the simplest to pre- 
pare for because in general, 
you have several days of ad- 
vanced warning before they 
make landfall. The same is 
sometimes true for flood- 
ing, except in the case of 
flash flooding.

Dear Rusty: I am a retired Indiana State Trooper but I’m 
working at a second career at the present time. What infor- 
mation would you need to let me know about what percent- 
age of my Social Security I will lose out on because of the 
WEP? Right now, I’m 57 years old and don’t plan to retire 
all together until I’m at least 62. Signed: Retired Trooper 

Dear Trooper: First of all, thank you for your police ser- 
vice. ‘As a retired employee of the State of Indiana, WEP 
(Social Security’s “Windfall Elimination Provision”) will 
apply to you if you have at least 40 Social Security quarter- 
credits (about 10 years of ‘SS-covered work) and are there- 
fore eligible to collect a Social Security retirement benefit. 
WEP affects retirees of employers who did not participate in 
the Social Security system but funded their own retirement 
plan in lieu of Social Security. 

The amount of WEP reduction to your Social Security 
benefit will be factored from your “Average Indexed Month- 
ly Earnings” (AIME): Your AIME is r monthly average 
earnings for the highest 35 years of y t Social Security 
employment and, if you don’t have the full 35 years, zeroes 
are plugged into the formula for years you didn’t contribute 
to Social Security (via FICA taxes). So, to use an example,

If you have more than 
20 years of “substantial” employment that contributed to 
Social Security, the WEP reduction is mitigated by 5% for 
each year over 20, and WEP goes away with over 30 years 
of SS-covered employment. There is also. a maximum WEP 
reduction, which may apply. And remember too that if you 
claim Social Security before your full retirement age, your 
benefit will be further reduced because you are claiming the 
benefit early.

City Council Approves 


Used-Car Lots Ordinance 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

City councillors unani- 
mously approved an ordi- 
nance that includes new reg- 
ulations for used-car lots. 

The City Council voted 
9-0 in favor of the ordi- 


nance, sponsored by Ward 4° 


Councillor Brian Palmucct, 
at its June 4 meeting. Mayor 
Thomas ‘intended to sign 
the ordinance into law, said 
Chris Walker, his spokes- 
man. 

Palmucci introduced the 
measure earlier this year, 
saying some used-car lots 
within his district had come 
to look like junkyards, which 
are not allowed within Quin- 
cy. The ordinance requires 
the Board of License Com- 
missioners to specify how 
many vehicles each motor II 
licensee — a category that in- 
cludes used-car dealers and 
auto-repair shops -— could 
have on its lot. 

The Board of Licensing 
Commissioners has in recent 
years assigned a number of 
cars to a lot when issuing 
new licenses, but holders of 
decades-old licenses have 


no such restriction. There 
are 65 motor II licensees in 
Quincy. 

The council’s oversight 
committee, which Palmucci 
chairs, held a hearing on the 
matter in February. Follow- 
ing the hearing, he made 


‘several changes to the ordi- 
nance to address concerns 


raised at that meeting... _ 
“Tt addresses those con- 
cerns councillors expressed 
and the public expressed at 
the oversight meeting,” Pal- 
mucci said of his amended 
ordinances. 
. The original ordinance 
would have required each 
parking space on a lot to be 
10 feet by 20 feet. It also 
would have required all 
spaces be clearly lined and 
designated, in paint, for use 
as a storage/display space or 


an employee/customer spot.. 


Both requirements were 
removed from the amended 


Instead, the licensing 


board would use a formula 
set forth in the ordinance 
to determine how many ve- 


hicles would be allowed on 
the lot. The. formula calls. 
for dividing the total square 


footage of the parcel in half. 
and allowing one car space 


for every 300 square feet of 
the remaining square foot- 
age. That could be lowered 
to as few as 200 square feet 
per vehicle space if a li- 
censee appealed the initial 
determination by the board. 
Vehicles stored indoors 
overnight would not be in- 
cluded in the total. _ 

Three customer/employ- 
ee spaces would be required, 
with one additional custom- 
er/employee spot needed for 
every 20 spaces permitted 
for storage or display.

“The Day; ' perhaps the 
decisive Day is-come on 
which the fate of America 
depends.” 

Abigail Adams’s “burst- 
ing Heart” could not con- 
tain what she had seen when 
she brought her 8-year-old 
son John Quincy Adams up 
to the top of Penn’s Hill to 
watch the Battle of Bun- 
ker Hill unfold on June 17, 
1775.

“We have a lot of seniors

Outside hitter 
Chris Nguyen, libero Kenny 
Zhou and setter Alex Pham 
were the team’s other senior 
captains; outside hitter Ben 
Chen was also one of the 
team’s seniors. 

Cai said although there 
are some strong players in 
younger classes, this year’s 
senior class will definitely 
be missed for their abilities 
on and off the court. 

“They meant a lot to the 
team,” he said. “They start- 
ed together as freshmen, got 
better and better together 
and it helped with the rap- 
port of the court. They knew 
who was getting what and 
what there responsibilities 
were. That helped a lot.” 

Having that experience 
was certainly key for them, 
especially since they made 
it to the quarterfinal in the 
playoffs last season. That 
said, they knew what to ex-

_“It' definitely helped that

The study notes that while 
the incomes of the highest in- 
come households have grown 
considerably over the past 
several decades, the same-. 
cannot be said for low-wage 
workers. According to the 
study, “national economic 
policies stopped emphasiz- 
ing wage growth, Congress 
allowed the real value of the 
minimum wage to decline,and 
labor law enforcement agen- 
- cles weakened protections for 
workers.” The positive news 


is that well-resourced com- 
munities in Massachusetts 
can help to counteract these 
national trends by lowering 
the barriers to opportunity.

the Daughters of the Revolution in 1896. The 
cairn's stones came from private properties 
and historic sites.

Built in 1881 by noted architect Henry Hobson 
Richardson, who also designed Boston's famed 
Trinity Church, the Thomas Crane Public 
Library's original building is a masterpiece of 
19th century Romanesque architecture. Its 
ornate woodwork and LaFarge stained glass 
windows are truly works of art. Since the 
library opened in 1882, several additions have 
been constructed, including a multimillion 
dollar addition in 2001 that combines the 
architectural spirit of the original Richardson 
building with the technological capabilities of 
a 21st century library. Through memberships 
and sales at their bookstore at the Main Library 
(open Thursdays from 6-8 and Saturday from 
10-4), the Friends of TCPL are able to fund the 
museum pass program and special events 
while supporting the library's vital role in the 
educational and cultural life of Quincy. 


The son of Massachusetts’ governor and one 
of the principal founders of Connecticut, John 
Winthrop, Jr. operated the first iron smelting 
furnace in the British colonies, one of the 
earliest industrial ventures in America (1645). 
You can view the excavated remains of the 
furnace, read about its history, and see artist's 
renderings of the furnace in full operation. 


Quincy's largest beach offers 2.5 miles of clean sand, swimming, 
lifeguards, free parking, a bathhouse, scenic views of the Boston 
Harbor Islands National Park and a continuous walkway for biking, 
walking & jogging. Some of the best fried clams in the area can be 
found at a variety of eateries, as well as hot dogs, hamburgers, ice 
cream and more. There are also two children's playgrounds with 
picnic areas. 


Moswetusset Hummock (1617) was the seat of the Massachusett 
Native American sachem, Chickatabot, where he negotiated with 
the early English settlers. The William R. Caddy Memorial Park and 
Black's Creek Salt Marsh were used by Native Americans for fish- 
ing, shell fishing, and hunting. Colonists harvested salt hay from the 
marsh and established several tide grist mills around the estuary. 
Significant for its beauty and for rare Native American artifacts, 
including 256 stone tools, discovered on site, the park also has 
informational signage and children’s playground equipment.

Quincy is undergoing a dramatic transformation emanat- 


ing from the heart of the downtown and g the en- 
homes and businesses are being created 'y and for the next 
generation and for the future of the city; on the other, those 
who have helped the city get to this point fee¥ out of place.- 
Along with these changes come necessary improvements 
to the city’s infrastructure, buildings, and services.

Camps are required to 
also retain a written disci- 
plinary policy that explains 
their methods of acceptable 
discipline. Under no cir- 
cumstances can a camper 
be subjected to corporal 
punishment, such as spank- 
ing, or be punished by with- 
holding food or subjecting 
a camper to verbal abuse or 
humiliation.

Ask Rusty: Overpayment 
Notice Due To 
Ex-Spouse Benefits. _ 


By RUSSELL GLOOR 


Dear Rusty: My husband got an overpayment notice 
from Social Security telling us that his former wife had col- 
lected $32,640.34 in benefits she wasn’t entitled to and they 
want us to repay the overpayment. We knew that his ex- 
wife had been married another 3 times, but she was single 
at 62 when she filed for ex-spouse benefits from my hus- 
band. When her current husband weat to retire, he asked if 
he could collect benefits from his wife who had just died; 
Social Security told him “no” as she was collecting benefits 
from an ex-husband. He asked, “which husband?”, which 
triggered the overpayment letter to us. 

_ If Social Security had an “adverse letter” system like they 
do for children, we could have answered the letter by stat- 
ing that she had been married three times. Social Security 
should have run her SS number and saw how many times 
she changed her name on the card. End of story. The sum of 
$32,640.34 is hard to swallow when you are 80 and 85 and 
we now must repay this amount. Signed:-Upset and Angry 

Dear Upset: Social Security’s ‘rules say that you must 
be unmarried when you apply for ex-spouse benefits, not 
that you cannot have remarried and subsequently again di- 
vorced, been widowed or had the later marriage annulled. 
If an ex-spouse collecting benefits from a former husband 


remarries, they are obligated to inform Social Security that 


they are no longer eligible to collect ‘eX-spouse benefits be- 
cause they have remarried. It sounds as if your husband’s 

ex-wife neglected to inform Social Security of her several 
remarriages, each of which made her ineligible to — 
from your husband while she was married to another.

the basis that the former wife negligently continued to col- 
lect ex-spouse benefits from your husband after she had 


_ remartied. This was clearly something that your husband 
had no control over since his Social Security benefit wasn't. 


affected in any way by his ex-wife collecting: benefits on his 
record. Although there are time limits specified to contest 
an adverse ruling, you are hopefully within the “3, years, 3 
months and 15 days after the year the adjustment relates.” 
Your right to re-appeal continues even if you have been ini- 
tially and subsequently denied, even taking bead appeal to 
an Administrative Law Judge if need be. 

Considering the amount of money poured here, and the 
clarity of the ex-wife’s neglecting to inform Social Security 
of her remarriage(s), I encourage you to immediately appeal 
Social Security’s ruling. 


So that you know, there is precedent within. Social Se- 


curity for situations where benefits were overpaid to one 
person without the knowledge of or benefit to another — for 


example, your husband’s ex-wife collecting benefits she . 


wasn’t entitled to because she was remarried. This prec- 

edent information can be found at the following Social Se- 
curity link, which deals with a ruling that is “against eq- 
uity and good conscience”: https://www.ssa -gov/OP_Home/ 
cfr20/404/404-0509 htm. 

For your convenience, here is what the Federal Code says 
about this (please print this and take it with you when you 
meet with Social Security): “Recovery of an overpayment is 
against equity and good conscience......if an individual... 
was living in a separate household from the overpaid per- 
son at the time of the overpayment and did not receive the 
overpayment.” 

I believe your husband’s: situation oo his posal 
getting benefits she wasn’t entitled to, and that he had no 


knowledge of, clearly qualifies as “against equity and good - 


conscience.” Please make an appointment at your local So- 
cial Security office as soon as possible and file.an appeal 
on this ruling, and don’t simply accept it if they initially 
reject your appeal. Your right to appeal continues up to. and 
including consideration by an independent Administrative 
Law Judge and I encourage you to use the appeal process 
to its fullest.

City councillors on Mon- 
day approved the purchase: 
of two homes that will be 
razed to make way for a new 
Houghs Neck Maritime Cen- 
ter, but balked at purchasing 
the parking lot owned by a 
nearby restaurant. 

Councillors voted 8-0 
to approve Mayor Thomas 
Koch’s request to purchase 
the home at 1303 Sea St. for 
$500,000 and 6-2 in favor 
of buying the house at 128 
Bayview Ave. for $450,000. 
Councillors Noel DiBona 
and Anne Mahoney voted 
against the latter, and Ward 
3 Councillor Ian Cain was 
not present Monday. 

No vote was taken on 
Koch’s request to purchase 
the parking lot at 1260 
and 1266 Sea St., which is 
owned by Louis Café, for 
$400,000. No councillor 
seconded a motion to vote 
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on the acquisition, meaning 
the item died, City Council 
President Brad Croall said. 

The $950,000: to pur- 
chase the two homes comes 
from the $27 million park 
‘improvement bond the City 
Council approved in May 
2017. The park bond will 
be funded using revenue 
the city collects through the 
hotel tax — the tax charged 
to guests staying at a hotel 
or motel in Quincy. Eighty- 
five percent of hotel tax 
funds are dedicated to open 
space projects, including 
parks, with the remaining 
15 percent used to promote 
tourism. 

The May 2017 bond 
included $2.75 million to 
purchase five Houghs Neck 
properties — three homes 
and Louis’ parking lot as 
part of the Maritime Center 
project, plus a parking lot 
at LaBrecque Field owned 


by the Aeistccac Bie 
ton. Ward’ 4° Coiiticillor 
Brian Palmucci intréduced 
an amendment at that‘time, 
unanimously. approved by 
his’ colleagues, requiring 
a confirmatory vote to ap- 
prové any land purchase 
made through the park im- 
provement bond. 

City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins negotiated with the 
three homeowners and the 
‘owners of Louis Café fol- 
lowing the council’s ap- 
proval of the $27 million 
bond. The owner of the 
third home, Timmins said 
Monday, was happy where 
he lives now and said he 
would not sell for less than 
$750,000. The city stopped 
negotiations at that point. 
City officials have said emi- 
nent domain would not be 
used for the Maritime Cen- 
ter project. 

The two-family home at 
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8-0 Vote To Buy I 303 Sea St. House Fe or 500K; 6- 2 Vote Fo 
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value of $378,000 and was 
appraised for $485,000 in 
November 2017, Timmins 
said. The single-family 
home at 128 Bayview Ave. 
is assessed for $232,900 and 
has an appraised value of 
$290,000.

DiBona cited the differ- 
ence in the appraised value 
of 128 Bayview Ave. and

“There is a difference of 
$160,000,” he said. “I’m 
sorry, but I'can’t be in favor 
of that, so I’m going to be 
voting ‘no’ on this one.” 

Timmins had previously 


said the appraisal underval- - 


ued that lot because it is not 
developable, but is impor- 


tant to the city’s plan for the 
Maritime Center. 

“It wasn’t terribly reli- 
able because there aren’t 
a lot of properties like this 
particular one that aren’t re- 
ally developable...yet it’s a 
very advantageous lot from 
our perspective because it 
greatly enhances what can 
be done for the Maritime 
Center,” he said. 

Ward 1 Councillor David 
McCarthy said the purchase 
of the two homes would al- 
low the team designing the 
new Maritime Center to fi- 
nalize those plans. 

“No decision has been 
made on the size and scope, 
or the parking design, in re- 
gards to the Maritime Cen- 
ter,” he said. “There have 
been no decisions made. 
We’re kind of back to the 
drawing board in a way to 
take a look at vet we have

now since we only have two 
out of the three houses.” 

The Massachusetts’ Sea- 
port Economic Council 
earlier this year awarded 
the city $1 million for de- 
sigh and construction of the 
new facility. McCarthy said 
additional funding for. the 
work would be needed, ei- 
ther throughout the Seaport 
Economic Council or other 
grants. 

The city. plans to install a 
new boat ramp at the site of 
the present Maritime Cen- 
ter, which would include 
the demolition of the exist- 
ing building.

“The ordinances were 
thoughtfully developed over 
years by the city of Quincy 
and over and over to keep 
giving waivers and spe- 
cial permits kind of defeats 
the purpose and it’s really 
working against the neigh- 
borhood,” Holochuck said. 
“L think we have a lot of re- 
sentment and concern about 
it.” 

Jeff Hynes, an Elm Street 
resident, spoke against the 
project for nearly 15 minutes 
during the public hearing.

“Putting 
aside where this project ends 
up size-wise, density-wise, 
no matter what it’s going to 
exacerbate a problem that is 
at the tipping point for pe 
destrian safety.” 

“No one knows how to 
handle when someone is 


in the crosswalk and in the . 


center island,” board mem- 
ber Maureen Glynn added. 
“If you’re not on your game 
and paying attention, a trag- 
edy could happen.” | 
Harnais said Lang would 
work to revise the project to 


address concerns raised dur- 
ing the meeting before the 
board considers the project 
again in September. The de- 
veloper would be willing to 
work with city officials to 
find a solution to the pedes- 
trian safety issue, Harnais 
said, but the project should 
not be held up while that 
process is underway.

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Oil Changes, Fuel, : 


Ask John Paul: AAA New England ’s Car Doctor’ 


I bought a new Chrysler Pacifica hybrid and I re- 
ally like it. It runs well, gets great mileage and I have to 


admit with two dogs, I love the built-in shop vacuum. I _ 


have owned this vehicle for about a year. My question 
is about oil changes. The first time the oil light came on 
the car had about 3,000 miles on it. The second time it 


came on it had about 9,000 miles on it. What causes the 


inconsistencies between oil changes? 

The oil change intervals are based on engine octane 
conditions. If the engine is driven on short trips or during 
very cold or hot weather it is possible the reminder light 
could come on at 3,000 miles. This would be possible if. 
the car was road tested by many potential customers before 
you purchased it. Now that you are the sole driver, the oil 
change reminders are more in line with typical maintenance 
schedule. One thing that you should never do is go more 
than 10,000 miles or 12 months between oil changes. 

» What do you think of the Buick Regal TourX? I saw 
one at a local dealership and was quite impressed. Do 
you think this new car is enough to change the stodgy 
image of Buick and lure in younger buyers? 

The new Buick has a classy-contemporary look but also 
returns somewhat to station wagon look of years gone by. I 
really like the idea of this car, with its sedan handling/ride 
and the usefulness of an SUV. I have driven a TourX but 
have yet to fully evaluate this model, but on paper it looks 
like a interesting/versatile vehicle. 

Summer heat should be here soon, and I ate a ‘32 
Ford hotrod and it has had problems with overheating. 
I know the cooling system is operating as well as it can, 
and the coolant is mixed at a 50/50 ratio. Is there any- 
thing else I can do? ? 

I would 0 over the cooling system one more time, just 
to make sure you are getting enough air flow through the 
radiator and if you haven’t, perhaps, add an electric fan. In 
my opinion the ideal engine temperature, would be 195-200. 
degrees, so it. is important to have an accurate engine tem- 


perature gauge. A 50/50 mix of engine coolant to water and . 
a 13-15-pound radiator cap should protect the engine from 


overheating to 250 degrees. I have had many people tell me 


that they have had good luck with a coolant additive. call

brakes and-traction control. Occasionally, the transmis- 
sion shudders a bit. Now I’m getting these other lights 
coming on. This is an older Trailblazer, so I don’t want 
to put to much money into it.

At this point a technician with a scan tool needs to spend 


. some time diagnosing the vehicle. My suspicion is all the 


problems may be related. The most common problem that I 


have seen (ruling out wiring and rust issues) is a worn wheel 


bearing. As the wheel bearing wears the ABS sensor doesn’t 
read properly, when that happened the traction control shuts 
down. 

I have a new Ford F150 and I love the truck except for 
one feature. The truck has a “fuel” saving auto shut-off 
feature. The shutting off and restarting ruins the overall 
driving experience. When I went to the dealer and asked 


_ about turning this feature off, I was told I couldn’t. Is 


this true? 
Unlike many other vehicles Ford doesn’t have an: over- 


ride switch for this feature. I did a bit of looking on line and 


did find a “cheat” to override the idle stop feature. You can 
purchase a trailing wiring test plug and plug it in to the fac- 
tory trailer plug. The tester fools the truck’s computer into 
thinking you are towing a trailer which disables the auto- 
stop feature. 

- | was changing the oil in my Honda CR-V and no- 
ticed the axle boot was ripped open. I went to my local 
repair shop and they suggested replacing the entire axle. 
The vehicle seems to operate normally and there is no 
clicking noises that worn axles make. Do I really need to 
replace the entire axle? 

The constant velocity joint boot protects the constant ve- 
locity joint which is the flexible portion of the front axle 
that connects from the transmission to the wheel. As a gen- 
eral rule, driving a yehicle when the boot has been leaking 
grease will certainly damage and shorten the life of the C/V 
joint. There was a time that boot kits were much cheaper 
than the axle, but over-time the cost of complete axles has 


' come way down in price. On my own car I replaced the 


complete axle rather than just replacing the boot and hoping 
the joint wasn’t damaged. Even though I have been accused

Many vehicles. today have transmissions without tradi- 
tional dipsticks,.b » that doesn’t mean that they can’t be 
checked. Checking: a transmission without a dipstick just 
requires.more-work. In many cases there is a plug on the 
side of the transmission that needs to be removed to check 
fluid level. Interesting on your Subaru there actually is a 
traditional dipstick. 

I have a 2012 Buick Lacrosse e-assist with anti-lock 
brakes (ABS). One of the four ABS sensors have failed 
and so I get all sorts of warning lights on my dashboard 
now. The dealer quoted me what sounds like a very high 
cost to repair the one defective ABS sensor, but I’m won- 
dering if I need to get this work done. The car has 85,000 
miles and otherwise my brakes operate fine in day-to- 
day traffic. Isn’t an ABS sensor only going to come into 
play when I stomp on the brakes? What’s the harm if 
my anti-lock braking system is malfunctioning, given 
that it is utilized so infrequently, if ever? I’d rather just 
ignore it and avoid the costly repair. What would you 
do, if this were your car? 

You are correct that the ABS apetent only works to pre- 
vent wheel lock up and skidding. Regarding this safety fea- 
ture in Massachusetts you can get a vehicle inspected with 
an ABS light on, in Rhode Island if the ABS light is on the 
car will fail the state vehicle inspection. If this were my car I 
would have it repaired. You might find an independent shop 
using aftermarket parts, helps with the overall cost of the 
repairs.

I have been experiencing a vibration on my 2012 
Honda Pilot since I purchased it used about 2 years ago. 
The vibration has started to get just a bit worse and now 
there is a slight low noise that changes when I take a 
turn. The tires were replaced about a year ago and the 
vibration seemed a bit better it never went away. I just 
recently went to the dealer for the maintenance check up 
as indicated by the electronic display in the car. During 
the service the tires were rotated and now the vibration 
is worse than ever. Do you know of any problems with 
the 2012 model that I can address with my dealer? 

I checked AllData, the technical database that I use and 
didn’t find any bulletins that would address .a vibration. 


' Since the vibration changed when the tires were rotated, I 


would suspect the problem is still related to the tires/wheels. 
The issue may be lateral runout of the wheels when they are 
mounted on the vehicle. At this point I would want to see a 
technician with a dial indicator measure the runout of the 
tires and wheels. A wheel with a slight amount of runout 
mounted on a hub with a slight amount of runout could be 
the cause of the vibration As little as two-millimeters of lat- 


eral runout can cause a vibration, so it is not something that 


is easily identified by just looking at the vehicle. The noise 
could be attributed to tire wear or the start of a worn wheel 
bearing. 

-T have a 2012 Hyundai Santa Fe that is making a 
rattling sound that seems to be coming from under the 
car of the driver’s side. It has been in service two times 
in the past month and both times the shop jacked up 
the car and looked around but didn’t see anything. The 
vibration and overall feel is getting worse to the point 
I don’t feel comfortable driving this car anymore. Any 
idea what I should do? : 

The first place to start is to road test the car with the tech- 
nician or service advisor so you both hear and feel the same 
noise. There are plenty of parts that can wear on your ve- 
hicle from the coil spring insulators, sway bar links, steering 
gear intermediate shaft and the lower ball-joints. Some of 
these parts are easy to check, but I’m wondering if the tech- 


‘ nician checked the ball joints. If the vehicle was jacked up 
- incorrectly it could mask a badly worn ball-joint. 


My wife and I are beginning the car buying process. 
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aving Shut-Off, ABS Sensor :

Our kids are grown, and we have a medium size dog. 
We would like a small/midsize SUV. Our past car buying 
experiences include new cars and used cars. Since new 
cars depreciate so fast we are thinking of an almost new 
used car that is certified by the manufacturer. What do 
you think of this idea and what about some of the extras 
that dealers want the add in like, wheel and tire insur- 

ance, GAP insurance and key insurance? 

Buying a certified pre-owned car can make sense depend- 
ing on what is included. I also recently replaced an older car 
and was looking at CPO vehicles. In my budget the CPO 
cars did offer some savings but there was little done in the 
way of checking the car over. Like you I was looking for a 
small AWD SUV and on this one vehicle one tire was new 


and the other three were half worn. This vehicle manufac- 


turer recommends replacing all four tires or at least two tires 
but never just one tire or you risk damaging the all-wheel- 
drive transfer case. Regarding the add-ons, my suggestion is 
to shop around. In many cases the dealer makes more profit 
in the extra insurance than they do with the car. My sugges- 
tion is even when buy a late mode used car have it inspected 
by a profession, prior to purchase. 

I recently took my car in for a state vehicle inspec- 
tion here in Massachusetts where I live, and the station 
removed my Celtics’ license plate frame. I have had this 
frame on my car for the past five years and always got 
my car’s inspection sticker without any issues. When I 
asked the inspector about this they told me the rules had 
changed with the new inspection program that started 
this year. Why didn’t we hear about this? 

The inspection shop is half right. There is a new inspec- 


tion; system that come into place this year, but the vehicle 


inspection criteria have not changed. In Massachusetts. you 
can’t cover any portion of the words or numbers on the 
plate. You can use a frame, but it can’t obscure any part of 
the plate including the words Massachusetts and Spirit of 
America. What has changed is now the inspection facilities 
are being monitored with cameras and could be fined for 
performing less than thorough inspections. 

I am trying to sell my car — it’s a 2011 Honda Civic 
with only 60,000 miles on it. Overall the car is in good 
condition and looking online and have the car priced 
right. Several people have looked at the car, but no one 
has made a reasonable offer yet-although I am firm on 
the price. The only thing that anyone can question is 
there is a little paint damage on the rear bumper. Any 
suggestions for making this sale happen. 

Depending on where you are financially with the car you 
might want to repair the paint damage to the bumper and 
then have the car thoroughly detailed. Shinny paint and a 
clean fresh smelling interior can make a substantial differ- 
ence. To the best of your ability list any repairs you did to 
the car. If you have maintenance records for oil changes, 
this will help show you maintained the car on a regular ba- 
sis. Although you may be firm on the price, keep in mind 
that there are costs for keeping the car. Each month the car 
depreciates due to age and you need to factor in the cost of 
ongoing insurance. These costs should be considered before 
you turn down a decent offer. 

I have a 2013 Buick Regal and it is burning oil. The 
car only has 80,000 miles on it. I took it to the dealer 
and my local repair shop and no one could really find 
anything wrong. The car is using about 3 quarts of oil 
every 7,000 miles-the normal rate I change the oil. What 
do you think I should do? My local garage told me to 
just add oil, which I have been doing, but is there a bet- 
ter solution? 

Adding oil is the cheapest alternative. The problem is 
most likely the pistons and rings need to be replaced. This 
was fairly common on my GM products between 2010 to 
2013. General Motors did issue a technical service bulletin 
numbered 13-06-01-003H: titled excessive oil consump- 
tion, this is a technical bulletin only and not an extension. 
of the warranty. Since your car is outside. of the warranty it 
would be unlikely that GM would do anything to help with 
the cost of repairs. Still it couldn’t hurt to ask Buick’s cus- 
tomer service number is -800-521-7300. I would explain _

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Chuck Phelan Retiring July 31 _ 


Chief Information Officer Ending 24 Years Of Service With City 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Chuck Phelan, Quincy’s 
chief information officer 
and a former Ward 5 city 
councillor, will retire July 


31, ending his 24 years of 


service with the city. 

Phelan, who turns 61 on 
July 20, represented Ward 
5 on the City Council from 
1988 to 1996, including two 
years as council president. 
He has served two stints as 
Quincy’s chief information 
officer, the first from 1997 
to 2002 and the second be- 
ginning in 2008. He also 
held similar positions with 
the Norfolk County Sher- 
iff’s Office and the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds. 

“I went to work for the 
city in 1988, I’m in my 60s 
and I’m just in good health. 
It’s something I’ve thought 
about for a long time,” 
Phelan said recently of his 
upcoming retirement. “My 
father retired in his 50s and 
my uncles all retired in their 
50s and they went on to long 
lives afterwards. 

“It’s a good time in my 
life.” 


As Quincy’s chief in-. 


formation officer, Phelan 
oversees 15 employees in 
the Information Technology 
Department. The depart- 


ment manages communica- 
tions systems citywide as 
well as the city and schools’ 
wide-area and_local-area 
networks, and provides help 
desk support to 2,000 mu- 
nicipal employees. 

““We do all the communi- 
cations. Everything today is 
networking. Even to the po- 
lice radios there is a network 
that we maintain,’ Phelan 
said. 

“We have fiber going to 
every school building. We 
run the wide area network 
— we get the internet for 
the schools and for the city. 
They have their own IT de- 
partment that does their own 
nuts and bolts in the class- 
room, but we do the wide 
area network for them and 
we do the web filtering and 
all that. 

““We also do the city. Any 
software or hardware has to 
go through us. All the inter- 
net, emails has to go through 
us. We maintain two data 
centers for the city — one is 
a public safety one and one 
is the city.” 

Phelan is also involved in 
building projects, such as the 
ongoing construction of the 
new Sterling Middle School 
and the planning for a public 
safety headquarters.

“One of the things in my 
job is I oversee the building 
to make sure the proper wir- 
ing, wireless, is in the build- 
ing,’ he said, “Whenever 
we do new buildings — like, 
for example, the new police 
headquarters or Sterling 
Middle School — we’re very 
much involved with those, 
because what you do when 
you're building means a lot 
when the building is up.

Mr. Galvin researched and compiled the information for the pamphlet that 
highlights more than 30 monuments and gravesites at the cemetery that he often called “an outdoor museum.” For more than a 
dozen years Mr. Galvin, the city’s historian, also led walking tours of the cemetery. He is well-known by Quincy Sun readers for 
his “Scenes from Yesterday” postcard series that debuted more than 24 years ago on Jan. 27, 1994 and quickly became one of the 


newspaper’s most popular features. Mr. Galvin died June 22. He was 79. 


Sw Galvin was more than Quincy’s historian. 

He was an ambassador for the city’s rich heritage. 

From the heydays at the once bustling granite quarries 
to the business, civic and political leaders buried at Mount 
Wollaston Cemetery, Tom knew the city like no one else. 

And, for more than 24 years, Tom shared his local knowl- 
edge with Quincy Sun readers with his pictorial feature, 
“Scenes from Yesterday.” The feature showcased his exten- 
sive collection of postcards depicting city and neighborhood 
landmarks from years gone by. It quickly became one of the 
newspaper’s most popular features. 

We were saddened by Tom’s passing June 22. He was a 
kind man and dedicated contributor who shared his postcard 
collection with Sun readers for some oe weeks, accord- 
ing to our calculations. 

That’s a lot of postcards — and research to explain the 
background and significance of each scene. We are very ap- 
preciative that he kept the feature going all these years. 

His first postcard appeared in the Jan. 27, 1994 issue of 
The Quincy Sun. It was a scene of Quincy Center in 1923. 
We are running his debut postcard again this week (Page 
1) — along with some others — in tribute to Tom. Most of 
his postcards appeared in black and white over the years 
but some were printed in color. The postcards we are run- 
ning this week are all in colot — as they originally appeared 
when created many years ago — with the exception of one 
that became a tradition: the giant Christmas tree in Quincy 
Center from 1934. 

With that first postcard ran a small story explaining this 
new feature. Readers were informed that Tom’s postcards 
dated back to 1898 to the 1930s. He had more than 600 
Quincy postcards in his collection back then. And being an 
avid collector the number must have increased since the mid 
1990s. 

At the height of their popularity, Tom said postcards 
could be mailed for a penny each. “And in those days there 
were two mail deliveries a day. You could mail one in Quin- 
cy in the morning and it would be delivered by afternoon,” 
he recalled. 

Some of the cards — though scenes of Quincy — were 
printed in Germany from 1900 up to the start of World War 
I. 
“Postcards were at their popularity peak from the turn 
of the century to the 1930s,” Tom said in the debut feature. 
“But then came the affordable camera and the automobile 
and people could take their own photos wherever they go.” 

“Scenes from Yesterday” gave older, grass-roots resi- 


dents a trip. down memory lane every week. For new and __

youngster residents it offered a glimpse of what Quincy was 
like in “the good old days.” 

For Tom, his postcard feature was a labor of fove: Awalk- 
ing encyclopedia of local history, Tom spent hours research- 
ing the subject of his postcards before submitting them to 
The Quincy Sun for publication. The process for submit- 
ting the postcards was like clockwork: every 10 weeks he 
stopped by the front counter at The Sun office with a fresh 
batch of postcards. He would retrieve the ones that had run 
in the previous weeks while dropping off that new ‘set of 10 
— each encased in plastic to protect them. 

In every issue since Jan. 27, 1994, one of Tom's post- 
cards took its familiar spot at the top of Page 5. Some of 
his postcards also appeared in our annual Historic Quincy 
supplement. And not one postcard was ever misplaced — all 
found their way back safely to Tom and his collection. 

How do we know his postcards were so popular? 

Back in the day before email, readers would frequently 
call us for Tom’s contact information. They wanted to know 
more about the scene in that week’s issue or in some cases 
wanted a copy of his postcard. In subsequent years the calls 
faded when Tom included his email address in the caption 
information. He also received numerous letters addressed to 
him but mailed to the Sun office. 

One of his most popular postcards was the scene show- 
ing an 85-foot Christmas Tree in front of the Granite Trust 
Building in Quincy Center in 1934. It appeared on a regular 
basis in the Sun’s holiday issue in late December. 

‘Tom Galvin was synonymous with more than just post- 
cards. He was also well known for his walking tours at 
Mount Wollaston Cemetery that he conducted in the spring 
and fall for more than a dozen years. During these tours, Tom 
shared his knowledge of the city’s granite industry while 
spotlighting the monuments of some of Quincy’s business, 
community and political leaders interred there. 

Tom considered Mount Wollaston Cemetery an outdoor 
museum. He focused on Quincy’s granite industry because 
it was one of his favorite subjects. 

“I love the Quincy granite. You watch the Red Sox — I 
love Quincy granite,” he told me in an interview after I took 
part in one of his tours in May of 2013. “It’s just one of 
those things. I have lots of samples and a lot of Quincy gran- 
ite at home.” 

The tours, he explained, were his contribution as the city 
historian. 

“People have offered me money after taking the tour but 
I refuse. I don’t do this for the money. I do it for the fun.”

Peanut Butter & Jelly Cup Cakes

I think most kids like peanut butter and 
jelly sandwiches. I know I do! 

Thave actually printed today’s recipe for 
peanut butter and jelly cupcakes before, 

_ but when I baked them recently, all of the 
kids loved them so much that I decided to 
share it again for those of you who may 

have missed it. 

These cupcakes really are a favorite each 
time I bake them so I hope you enjoy them 
as well. 

Pre-heat oven to 350 degrees; prepare 
cupcake tins with liners. _ 


RECIPE 


2 % cups flour 

3 teaspoons of baking powder 

1 teaspoon of salt 

1 stick unsalted butter (room tempera- 
ture) 

1 1/2 cups light brown sugar 

% cup of chunky peanut butter 

1 teaspoon of vanilla 

3 eggs 

1 cup of half and half cream 

4 ounces of any favorite jelly or about 6 
heaping tablespoons 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 

Cream butter and sugar together. 

Add peanut butter and vanilla and con- 
tinue beating until well blended. 

Add eggs one at a time, mixing well af- 
ter each addition. Then alternately add the 
half and half with the flour, baking powder 
and salt. oe 

Dollop the jelly over the cup cake batter 
and swirl it over the top of the batter with a 
long knife or spatula. Do not over mix. 

Spoon batter into cupcake liners filling 
each one 2/3 full. 

Bake for 25 to 30 minutes or until tooth- 
pick comes out clean. 

Let cool and frost with Peanut Butter 
Frosting. (Frosting recipe below). 


PEANUT BUTTER FROSTING 


¥% stick unsalted butter, room tempera- 
ture 
¥% cup smooth peanut butter 
2 cups of powdered sugar 
2 tablespoons of milk 
Cream the butter, peanut butter and sugar 
together. Gradually add the milk and beat 
until creamy, add more milk if needed. 
Frost cupcakes add swirl of jelly to the 
top and sprinkle with chopped peanuts. 


Suzie’s Grain-Free Turkey Meatballs

These meatballs are really, really good. I 
have a couple of secret ingredients for these. 
I learned them from two different chefs. 

One is the addition of Dijon mustard, 
which seems odd for Italian style meatballs, 
but really add an important enhanced fla- 
vor.

The second is baking soda! Yes, just 1/4 
teaspoon per pound of ground meat makes 
the meatballs lighter, and more tender. Re- 
ally! 

Another is coconut flour instead of 
breadcrumbs.

Coconut flour 
is very versatile, is tasteless in this recipe 
(Your meatballs wont taste like mustard or 
coconut!!).

1 pound ground turkey 


1 large egg 

1 shallot, minced 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

2 tablespoons tomato paste 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard (secret in- 
gredient) 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

1 tablespoon coconut flour 

1 teaspoon sea salt 

1/2 teaspoon pepper 


_ 1/4 teaspoon baking soda (secret ingredi- 


ent) 

2 tablespoons grated Romano cheese 
1/2 teaspoon dried basil 

1/2 teaspoon dried oregano 


Combine all ingredients well. Form into 
balls (I like to use an ice cream scoop as of 
late) bake at 375 degrees on a parchment 
paper lined eookie sheet for about 20 min- 
utes or so, depending on size.

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Shingles: Signs, Symptoms, Treatments 


A Message From Ruth Jones, Director Of Nursing, Quincy Health Department

Shingles is a viral infec-- 


tion that produces a painful 
rash. While shingles can oc- 
cur anywhere on your body, 
it most frequently appears 
as a single band of blisters 
that wraps around either the 
left or the right side of your 
torso. 

Shingles _ is sibined by 
the varicella-zoster virus, 
the same virus that causes 
chickenpox. After you’ve 
had chickenpox, the virus 
lies dormant in nerve tissue 
near your spinal cord and 
brain. Eventually, it may 
reactivate and travel along 
nerve pathways to your skin, 
generating shingles. 

Anyone who’s had chick- 
enpox may develop shingles. 
The reason for the-encore is 
uncertain. The thought is 
it may be due to decreased 
immunity to infections as 
you age. Shingles is more 


common in older adults and - 


in individuals who have 


weakened immune  sys- _ 


tems. While it usually isn’t 
a life-threatening condition, 
shingles: can be extremely

Pain is usually the prima- u 


ry symptom of shingles. For 
some, it can be severe. De- 


pending on the location of 
the pain, it can occasionally 
be: mistaken for heart, lungs 


or kidney problems. Some_ 


people experience shingles 
pain and never develop the 
rash. Sometimes, the shin- 
gles rash occurs around one 
eye or on.one side of the 
neck or face. 

Contact your doctor 
without delay if you suspect 
shingles, but especially in 
the following situations: 

e The pain and rash occur 
near an eye. If left untreat- 
ed, this infection can lead to 
permanent eye damage. 

¢ You’re 70 or older, be- 
cause age significantly in- 
creases your risk of compli- 
cations. 

¢ You or someone in your 
family has a weakened im- 
mune system (due to cancer, 
medications or: chronic ill- 
ness). 

* The rash is widespread

A person with shingles 
can pass the varicella-zoster 
virus to anyone who isn’t 
immune to chickenpox. This 
typically occurs through di- 
rect contact with the open 
sores of the shingles rash. 
Once infected, the person 
will develop chickénpox, not 
shingles. Chickenpox can be 
serious for some groups of 
people. Until your shingles 
blisters scab over, you are 
considered contagious and 
should avoid physical con-

Shingles is commonly 
diagnosed based on the his- 
tory of pain on one side of 
your body, along with the 
telltale rash and blisters. 
Your doctor may also obtain 
a tissue scraping or culture 
of the blisters for examina- 
tion in the laboratory. 

There’s no cure for shin- 
gles, but swift treatment 
with prescription antiviral 
drugs can accelerate heal- 


ing and reduce your risk of 
complications. These medi- 
cations include: 

* Acyclovir (Zovirax) 

¢ Valacyclovir (Valtrex) 

¢ Famciclovir (Famvir) 

Shingles can cause se- 
vere pain, so your health 


care provider also may pre-* 


scribe: 
¢ Capsaicin cream 
e Anticonvulsants, such 
as gabapentin (Neurontin) 
¢ Tricyclic antidepres- 
sants, such as amitriptyline 
¢ Numbing agents, such 
as lidocaine, delivered via

¢ Medications that con- 


tain narcotics, such as co- 


deine 

¢ An injection including 
corticosteroids and local an- 
esthetics 

As a tule, shingles gen- 
erally lasts between two and 


six weeks. Most people get 
shingles only once, but it is 
feasible to develop it two 
or more times. Two vac- 
cines may aid in preventing 
shingles — the chickenpox 
(varicella) vaccine and the 
shingles (varicella-zoster) 
vaccine. 

The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration previously ap- 
proved the use of the varicel- 
la-zoster vaccine (Zostavax) 
to help prevent shingles. In 
the same way as the chick- 
enpox vaccine, the shingles 
vaccine doesn’t guarantee 
you won't get shingles; 
nonetheless the vaccine will 
likely reduce the course and 
severity of the disease and 
decrease your risk of pos- 
therpetic neuralgia. 

The shingles vaccine was 


- recommended for adults 


age 60 and older, whether 
they’ ve already had shingles 


or not. Because the vaccine 
contains live virus, it should 


not be given to people who: 
‘have weakened 


immune 
systems. 

In October 2017, the FDA 
approved a new shingles 
vaccine, called Shingrix. 
The CDC recommends that 
adults 50 and over get the 
new vaccine to prevent this 
painful, blistering disease 
instead of Zostavax. Shin- 
grix is more than 90% effec- 
tive at preventing shingles 
and a painful complication 
called postherpetic neural- 
gia (PHN) in all age groups. 
Zostavax only lowers the 
odds of getting shingles by 
51%, and of PHN by 67%. 
It’s even less effective in 
people ages 70 and older. 

Shingrix has a dead ver- 
sion of the zoster virus. It 
also contains an adjuvant, 
a substance that helps your

body fight off the virus bet- 
ter. It causes your immune 
system to produce more 
antibodies to fight shingles 
than the other vaccine pro- 
duced. So your body has a 


stronger immune response . 


to the Shingrix vaccine than 
to the Zostavax vaccine.

Collecting 
Social Security 
While Working

Dear Rusty: I’m trying to assist my spouse with her 
rapidly approaching age 62 when she can get her Social Se- 
curity benefits. Currently she is working almost a full 40- 
hour week and her 2017 gross earnings were $29,000. If 
she continues to work, she will probably earn approximately 
$29,500 in 2018. She is also contemplating beginning to 
work only part time, which will reduce her earnings to about 
40 percent of what she currently earns. She is concerned that 
if she continues to work full time, she will have her monthly 
SS payment reduced significantly and will not recoup that 
difference. 

I understand that if you continue to work full time there 
will be some reduction in the monthly, but when you finally 
retire you will get the difference back at your full retirement 


age. Can you enlighten me/her? Signed: Helpful Husband 


Dear Helpful: If your wife starts her Social Security 
benefits at age 62 and continues to work, she will be subject 
to Social Security’s annual “earnings limit” ($17,040 for 
2018) which, if she exceeds, will result in Social Security 
withholding benefits of $1 for every $2 she earns over the 
limit, — 

To use your example, if she earns $29,500 in 2018 she 
will be $12,460 over the limit and they will withhold all fu- 


ture benefits until they recover the $6,230 that is owed from — 
exceeding the limit (see my note below re: the first year of 


collecting). This will continue each year until the year she 
attains her full retirement age (her “FRA”) when the earn- 


ings limit goes way up (about 2 1/2 times the earlier limit) 


and the withholding is less ($1 for every $3 over the limit); 
once your wife reaches her full retirement age there is no 
earnings limit and they will re-compute her benefit amount 
giving her time credit for the number of months they with- 
held benefits due to exceeding the limit; they’ll then raise 
her benefit amount as though she claimed sta em later than 
she actually did. 

So, over time, the higher benefit siasting at her FRA 
could help her recoup some or all of the benefits withheld 
- but she doesn’t get that withheld dollar amount back in a 


lump sum, they just increase her benefit amount at her full 


retirement age. 

NOTE: There is a special rule which applies during 
the first year SS is claimed so, in your wife’s case, if she 
claims benefits to start in June, instead of the annual earn- 
ings limit she’ll be subject to a monthly earnings limit for 
the remainder of 2018. After her benefits start, her earnings 
limit will be $1,420 per month for the rest of the year and If 
she exceeds that they will withhold benefits for a following 
month. The regular annual earnings limit will then go into 
effect the following year. Social Security requires that you 
inform them when you will exceed the earnings limit, but if 
you don’t they will eventually catch up to you when your 
income tax return is filed. 

Also, please note that Social Security recommends that 
you apply for benefits 3 months before you wish them to 
begin, so if your wife wishes to start her Social Security 
earlier than her full retirement age, when she applies for her 


. benefits she should select the option to “Start My Benefits 


Now” in order to have them start as soon as possible.

The budget was ap- 
proved in an 8-0 vote, with 
Ward 3 Councillor Ian Cain 
not in attendance. The other 


' spending measures were 


likewise approved without 
Opposition. 

Mayor Thomas Koch un- 
veiled his $310.81 million 
proposed budget for fiscal 
year 2019 on May 7. Coun- 
cillors, who can take money 
away from the budget but 
not add to it, cut $107,924 
from the budget over the 
course of four hearings to 
review the spending plan. 

_ The fiscal year 2019 bud- 
get is an increase of $11.29 
million over the $299.42 
million budget for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. Koch said 
90 percent of the increase 
is attributed to contractual 


raises and other obligations. 

Chris Walker, the may- 
or’s chief of staff, told the 
council in May the increase 
in city spending would lead 
the average property tax bill 
for a single-family home 
to go up by about $100 in 
2019. 

The budget increases 
city spending on the Quincy 
Public Schools by $3.2 mil- 
lion to a total of $104.86 
million. The total school 
system budget, approved by 
the School Committee June 
13, is $110.1 million, which 
includes state funding in ad- 
dition to money from the 


city’s general fund budget. 


The additional money will 
be used to hire several new 
educators, including Eng- 
lish language learning and 
special education teachers, 


elementary digital support 
teachers, and. occupational 
teachers in the high schools. 

The city budget includes 
funding for several new 
positions, including a full- 
time director of emergency 
management at a salary of 
$86,700. The budget also 
includes money to hire a 
health inspector who will 
specialize in rodent control, 
a GIS administrator and en- 
try-level engineer in the En- 
gineering Department and 
three employees in the In- 


“spectional Services Depart- 


ment — a plans examiner, a 
part-time wire inspector and 
a part-time plumbing and 
gas inspector. Funding for 
two new parking-control 
officers was also included 
in the budget; those officers 
will help enforce a planned 


new residential parking pro- 
gram expected to debut later 
this year. 

The budget also gives the 
Health Department an extra

bike lanes.

Christopher Harrington, 
the attorney for Charlie’s 
Auto Sales, said owner 
Charlie Moussallem was 
seeking permission to put 
additional cars on the lot af- 
ter removing the gas pumps 
that were previously there. 

“Essentially what we’re 
asking for is to use that area 
out front where the pumps 
were...and have used cars in 
that area,” Harrington said. 

If the board were to ap- 
prove the increase, it would 
bring the total number of ve- 
hicles allowed on site to 25, 
Harrington said — 14 spaces 
for vehicles being sold, eight 
for vehicles being repaired, 
including three in mechan- 
ics’ bays, two for employees 
and one for customers. 

Health Commissioner 
Drew Scheele, the board’s 
chairman, said the number 
of vehicles sought is in com- 
pliance with the new ordi- 


nance, which was approved 
earlier this month and takes 
effect July 1. 

The ordinance includes 
a formula for determining 
how many vehicles motor 
II license holders, which 
includes used-car dealers 
and mechanics, can have on 
their lots. The formula calls 
for dividing the total square 


footage of the parcel in half 
and allowing one car space 


for every 200 to 300 square 
feet of the remaining square 
footage. Vehicles stored in- 
side do not count towards 
that total. 

Scheele said 15 Centre 
St. is a 9,600-square-foot 
lot, which would allow 
the board to give Charlie’s 


Auto Sales permission for 


up 24 vehicles on site, with. 
the three stored inside not 
counting towards that limit. 

Duca, however, said he 
needed additional time to 
review the ordinance and 
other considerations, such 
as the city’s zoning code. 

“T don’t want to set a 
wrong example going for- 
ward,” he said, noting this 
was the first time the board 
was considering a request 
under the new ordinance. 

“It does meet the math- 
ematical number, but going 
forward just because you 
can meet this number of 
cars doesn’t mean you can 
put them on a property line 
or next to a building,” Duca 
later added. “There are other 
zoning regulations that come 
into play.” 

Board members agreed to 


postpone their vote to give 
Duca more time to consider 
the proposal. 

“Where it is the first one, 
I do want to get it right,” 
City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
said.
